WILLIAMSON, Va., May: 16.— 
After a day of comparative quiet a new 
outbreak of vidlence oGeurred this eve- 
ning at Rawi, W. Va., in the heart of 
the trouble. zone. Twenty-five shots 
were. fired at the shaft house of the 
Cr¥stal“Block-Coal and Coke. Company. 
Captain J. R. Brockus, who is in ‘com- 
mand -of the constabulary force in’ the 
‘war zone,’’ rushed reinforcements to 
the contingent of State troopers sta- 
tioned at Rawl. No casualties have been 

reported at Rawl.

For Premier Briand German disarma- 
ment is not the only disarmament to be 
considered. There are many dangerous 
opponénts hiding in’ ambush, with their 
guns trained on him, There are not ‘only 
Stinnes, von Kahr and their like in Ger- 
many, but there is Poincaré, from whoae 
nostrils issue-fires of war and who. in 
hervic. pose ‘ands constantly over 
Briand, 1aady to have‘all the last ditch- 
ers rally te him. 

Then, there are ‘military gentlemen, 
with everything cocked and primed and 
believing in their hearts that force is the 
only thing that counts, and ‘that nothing 
short of force, carried ‘to its fogical con- 
clusion,’ will bring a settlement with 
security. The really militaristic among 
them—and I. am not now speaking of 
men like Foch, Joffre and Pétain, but 
of military men who are active in poli- 
tics—look with contempt upon economic 
and business methodz. In all circles it 
is recognized that military strength and 
readiness are useful, even necessary, 
for preventive and persuasive purposes. 
The militaristic. people, however, are 
nat at alt satisfieu with “seeing military

tion of the nent sagem gnetic needle how thickly 
it is covered with ‘spots.

‘It is possible to make an appearance 
in the laboratory very much like that of 
the aurora. If you take most of the air 
out of a tube and run a current of elec- 
tricity Cougs it, you will get an 
auroral eff If you take all the-air 
out of it you will get no effect. But 
when the air is thinned out to‘an ap- 
proximation of the density of the upper 
atmosphere, .you can reproduce ‘the 
aurora.’ 

It may be that the earth has some- 
thing to do with causing the sunspots, 
which are supposed to deluge the earth 
with electrons. Asked about the theory 
that the pranets cause the spots, Dr. 
Schlesinger said 

“This theory is a very recent develop- 
ment in astronomy and it js not known 
yet whether there is such a connection, 
though there might be. Recently it has 
peen found that the earth may have a 
very slight effect on the sunspots, but 
the theory is that Jupiter is the main 
cause. —

Prof. St. John Discusses Relation of 
Aurora to Sun. —

‘SHOWS ‘RADIUM’S POWER. 


Government. Chemist Says TNT Is 
Notting in Comparison With It. 


Experiments showing the penetrating 
power of radium were performed last 
night-by Dg. R. “B. Moore, chief chemist 
of-the ‘Bureau of Mines, before the New 


| York Blectrical Societx, He showed how 
‘the rays, shot by rdnute radium salts 
through a human bod - or a heavy piece 
of iron, would electrify the air mole- 
cuies between it and a bit of gold leaf 
in. an electroscope. 

“To give an idea how long it takes 
to exhaust the force of radium,” -Dr. 
Moore said, ‘‘ it'is only necessary :to ex- 
plain what is meant by tHe ‘ half-life pe- 
riod’ of the element, which is 1,690 
years. At the end of that time one-half 
a given quantity has <pvent its energy, 
but 1,690 years after that only half of 
that remaining half has been exhausted, 
and so the gradual process continues. 
We may want to hasten nature’s proc- 
ess, but that might be dangerous. For 
example, if one pound of uranium oxide 
could be liberated at once by mechanical 
means from uranium, one of the syb- 
stances which give radio activity. the 
explosion would be enough to blow up 

a city block. Dynamite and TNT gre 
nothing in comparison with the power‘of 
radium.’’

MR. THOMAS’S ,. LABOR IDEAS. 

Mr. J. H. Tuomas, who has come to 
the United States to attend the annual 
meeting of the American Federation of 
Labor, announced on the pier that the 
labor movement here is ‘ fifty. years 
behind the times.)’ The. ‘‘ times” 
which Mr. THomas had in mind were 
obviously those at which the mbove- 
ment has arrived in England.» The 
saying is not new; being a stock 
phrase of all who are endeavoring, as 
he will endeavor at Denver in June, 
to swing American labor away from 





its traditional type of organization by 
skilled trades or crafts and to remodel 
it according to the ‘‘ industrial ” type 
of union, which ‘includes common 
laborers together with the skilled in 
units that follow the lines, not ef tHe 
several crafts, but of each industry as 

a whole. 

The Triple Alliance in England is 
the ‘banner example of such unionism, 
and, the. present strike is a prime il- 
lustration of its purpose. The alliance 
of miners, railway men and transport 
men, each group being organized ‘‘ in- 
dustrially,” was intended to put the 
life of the entire nation at the mercy 
of the ‘‘ democracy ” of labor. “What 
such ‘‘ times” really mean may be 
judged from the fact that on April 13, 
when Mr. THomas read out the an- 
nouncement that the Triple Alliance 
had decided: to call a national strike, 
he was, as our correspondent noted, 
‘‘on the verge of tears.” That he 
left England when the turmoil was at 
its height was due, as he himself now 
depose’, to the fact that he had broken 
down under the strain. of industrial 
unionism in direct action... For Mr. 
THOMAS js an able and often a_sensible 
Briton, and he had a full sense of the 
national peril that was being courted 
bythe ‘‘ followers " who were romping 
so far ahead-of him. 

The industrial type of union is 
alreddy well enough known. The 
I. W. W. was the pioneer organiza- 
tion among us; the finest modern ex- 
emplar is the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, whose avowed purpose, ‘* to 
take possession of ” their industry and 
se enter into the ‘‘ actual control” of 
it, has brought them into court. ; The 
Plumb planners of the Railway Broth- 
erhoods are also ihispired by this Eng- 
lish idea of the. Guild Socialists. The 
date steel strike; as W.Z. Foster’s 
history of it amply demonstrates, was 
fundamentally “intended to 4wing the 
industry away trom the American 
Federation: and buildup -an: ‘* indus- 
trial” union, which was to be affili- 
ated with like unions on the railways 
that feed the steel trade. Industrial 
Unionism, Guild Socialism, Syndical- 
Mism ‘and Bolshevism are all of: one 
brood, and. the greatest menace of the 
Moscow dictatorship is that its suc- 
cess would immeasurably encourage 
and strengthen ‘‘ industrial democ- 
racy ” the world over. : 

Against all of these movements the. 
American Federation of Labor has 
made a resolute stand... The reason is 
clear. .In any country ‘* industrial 
democracy sf ans, ultimately the 
domination. of the skilled laborer by 
the unskilled. As Mr. Tuomas him- 





self has found, that means the ovar-

“The industries which [' 
headway are those in which thé com- 
mon laborers are mainly recent immi- 
‘grants, ‘unskilled in most things and 
especially ighorant of the form’ and 
spirit of American | institutions.

He dismissed many 
high officers,. shook up the bureaus, 
transferred idle wardmén to patrol 
duty, ‘established military discipline, 
and in a few months raised the police 
army to a state of discipline it had 
not known before. It soon’ beeame a 
vigilant, efficient, dependable force.

THE TRAINING CAMPS. 


1 ,200 Candidates to be Selected hi 
". Each Corps Area. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I cal.to your attention. the ed- 
itorial articlé headed *‘ T ing Citizens 
for War” which appeared in the Naw 
York Timus on Tuesday, May 10, with a 
view of correcting what is regarded as 
a: wrong impression upon your part. 

It appears from the tone of this article 
that you ¢onsider the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps, ‘which have: been 
planned fof the.Summer of 1921, as an 
additional step toward compulsory. mili- 
tary training. This appears.to be a far- 
fetched conclusion, to quote from yout 
article—‘* on account of the decline of in- 
terest in that subject and the refusal of 
Congress to recognize. the importance 
of’ universal military training.’ 

One of the outstanding lessons of the 
recent World War.was that casualties: 
were very miich greater among untrained 
troops of all forces, including those. of 
our Allies and those of our enemies. The 
regular army of the. United States is, 
compared with the standing armies of 
other countries, small. For that réason 
and to continue the organization founded 
during. the war; and to amalgamate all 
the forces in the country, it has been 
planned to reorganize certain Nation- 
al Army divisions as a citizens’ reserve. 
This ,reserve will be a specially selected 
body of. men, -all of whom must have 
had. military training. Men honorably 
discharged from the regular army, Na- 
tional Guard or. National Army are espe- 
cially desired, but other men, must be 
bad and so, in order. to make these other 
men eligible for membership in the cit- 
izens’ reserve, a series of dducational 
camps have been planned by the. War 
Department. The camps plagned. this 
Summer are mare for the “purpose of 
proving <heir. value and for inducing a 
large number of men to become eligible 
forsservice ; herice the statement that the’ 
War Department “ does not expect that 
more than 10,000 or 12,000 candidates 
will voluntarily appear in the corps areas 
of the entire countt#’’ is correct; but 
the inference-to be drawn from,the man- 
ner in which you use it is wholly wrong. 
The War Départment itself is limiting the 
attendance in‘any corps area’ to 1,200 
men, and these will be especially selected 
from the candidates of the various corps 
areas, with the {dea of obtaining, in so

‘ rh -diaiiinipiaion of the National As- 

sotiatioh of Manufacturers ‘so that it

Warned of Labor Fight. 


Manufacturers from all parts of the 
country attending the convention were 
warned by their Commitee on Industrial 
Betterment, Health and Safety that the 
business men of the country would have 
to-fight something more than a ‘‘ defen- 
fensive fight,’’ described as a.‘ losing 
fight ’’ against -the labor -leaders who 


are openly: disclosing their determina- 
tion to “ rule the industry of, this coun- 
try,’’ and hope ‘‘to govern it politi- 
cally.” The members were told that 
their business existence was involved in 
defeating these aspirations. 

The ie oe asserted that union labor, 
during t year ending April 30, 1920, 
spent $1,377,204 for administration, 
politics and strike, and had avowed that 
It would raise $20,000,000 to defeat the 

‘open shop ’’’ movement. It was stated 
that industrial representation would be- 
come the. most approved. method of 
dealing with labor. 

Stephen C. Mason, President of the as- 
sociation,. said in his annual address 
that the three problems that confrgnted 
business today were taxation, transpor- 
tation and industrial relations. 

At the afternoon session the Com- 
mittée on Immigration suggested that 
the Government should adopt a policy 
of selection .rather. than prohibition. 
The' Committee on Taxation favored a 
sales’ tax. 

A sales tax also was advocated by 
Jules S. Bache who addressed the con- 
vention last night. Commissioner of Im- 
migration Frederick A. Wallis, another 
speaker, concurred in many of the sug- 
gestions of the Committee on Immi-

WEEKS ACTS 10 END 
PROMOTION TANGLE 


Asks Harding to ‘Advanes: All 
Now in Line, but Keep Two - 
Contested Places Open.

WASHINGTON, May. 16,—Secretary 
Weeks today ‘recommended to President 
Harding that -he make promotions of 
army officers held upon account. of 
appeals of -other officerg stated for com- 
Ppulsory retiremerit or discharge whose 
places would be filled by the promo- 
tions, but that two places should hot be 
filled pending the appeal of two officers 
who have asked the ciyil:courts to pre- 
vent their compulsary separation. from: 
the service. , 

Should. the courts uphold the appeals 
| the two officers concerned will not be re- 
tired. In addition Secretary Weeks will 
ask for ‘legislation that will restore to 
the active list all. other: officefs who 
have refused to accept compulsory Fre- 
tirement and whose cases are pending 
oti-appeals to the President. This legis- 
lation would create ‘‘ extra numbers,”’ 
which means that the officers saved 
from retirement or discharge would re- 
sume their present relative -plages on 
the active list. without disturbing the 
status of officers promoted to the va- 
eancies apparently created by the or- 
ders for the fompulsory retirernent of 
the .‘‘ extra numbers.”’ 

‘The action of Secretary Weeks today 
is expectéd to stay a pending effort to 
have the Secretary of War Ceclared in 
contempt of court for ordering the pro- 
motions while the civil courts are con- 
sidering .cases. of officers’ who seek 
through judicial means to prevent. their 
compulsory discharge or retirement. The 
Secretary of War has given instructions 
to have. the civil proceedings: carried..to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
if necessary, in order to determine the 
legality of the methods by which officers 
have been slated for discharge or re- 
tirement under a new. army statue, The 
War Department has annotnced that it 
intends ‘to fight out those cases to the 
last court.’’ It. probably will be a. year 
or two before: the: courts finally pass 
judgment. 

The statute under which these’ cases 
arise is found in the National Defense 
“act of June 3, 1916, supplemented. by an 
act of June 4, 1920.. Under this legis-

Many of the officers. designated for 
discharge or perenne have accepted 
the dictum of War Department, 
while . others have taken advantage of 
a provision ofthe law which permits 
them to appear before a court of in- 
quiry for a hearing on the allegations 
upon which- thelr ‘* plucking" was 
based. 


The final court. of appeal is the Presi- 
dent. In the last Administration, how- 
ever, when-President Wilson was ill,- he: 
delerated authority to pass pon appeals

‘Of great charm and interest is a paint- 
ing, “The Harvesters,’’ by Pieter Brue- 
{eel the Elder, which visitors ta the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art will see today 
for the first time in Gallery 27, the 
Flemish Room, in the northwest corner 
of the Museum. It is a painting of 
mu.h beauty, and it is interesting aside 
ftom this because of ‘the. possibility that 
it may be one of a series of paintings by 
the artist which in 1659 belonged to 
the Archduke Leopold William, who was 
the -Governor .General of the Nether- 
lands, one of: which was lost and never 
found. The paintings were representa- 
tions of the seasons or months, as illus- 
trated. by the ocevpations of the figures 
depicted, and in an inventory of the 
Archduke’s collections the five are 
shown to be of the same size as the Mu- 
seum picture, and “‘ oil o tt nares by the 
old Bruegel,’ as is this painting, which 
represents signs myn 

everal paintings of Bruegel’ 8 are of 
similar size, which seems to have been 
one much in use at the time, a stock 
size of linen used by painters in distem- 
er, the artists painting on wood follow- 
ng suit. Juat ‘w one of the five of 
the Archduke’s beautiful: paintings be- 
came lost.ig not known, It is: told, how- 
ever, that the French, in 1809, 1 
off a certain number of 
the Belvedere, in Vienna. Two of these 
were by Bruegel, “‘The Haymakers,’’ 
representing the month of June, which 
later found a home in the yes of 
Roudnice, Czechoslovakia, and ‘The 
Dark Day,’’ January, now in the Kunst- 
historisches Hofmuseum, Vienna, which 
was returned by’the French. Was ‘‘ The 
Harvesters,’’ which undoubtedly repre- 
sents August, one of the number taken 
in 1800. dropping out of sight and lost 
from art annals of the world? The five 
paintings in the inventory, of the Arch- 
ducal collection were given by numbers 
and called ‘‘ five large pieces ’’ by Brue- 
gel the Elder. Two others, making four 
of the’ original five, are in the Vienna 
Hofmuseum. 

The Museum’s picture was brought to 
this i mite” in the early days of the 
war; itis oil on wood. The former owner 
was the iS: P. J. Cels of Brunssels, 
‘who purchased it from Jacques Doucet, 
in Paris, some time before the public 
sale of the toewoes collection in Paris 
in 1912... This is all that is known of 
the pedigree of the picture. It is not 
recorded inthe catalogues of the work 
of Bruegel.* Bryson Burroughs, cura- 
tor of paintings of the Museum, was 
convinced that the pointing was, as it 
was represented to be, the work of the 
elder Bruegel, and upon his recommen- 
dation the painting was purchased.

GIVES MUSIC SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Fontainebleau. School Awards Nine 
to Students’ From This City. 


The American Committee of the Fon- 
tainbleau School of Music, an outgrowth 
of wartime effort overseas concerning 
which an account was printed on April 
24 last in THw Timms, announced yester- 
day its.award of nine scholarships to 
music students from this’ city and seven 
others from ‘the State. These together 
constitute the largest representation 
among 250 chosen from the country at

STAGE HANDS FOR MORE PAY 


Refuse Compromise Offer’ and a 
Serious Situation May Result. 


The stage hands’ union, it was learned 
yesterday, has made new salary de- 
mands upon the theatrical producers for 
the forthcoming season, and, according 
to managers, it is possible that a serious 
situation may result. The average 
amount paid to a stage hand at present 
is about $3.25 a performance, but a flat 
rate of $5 -is asked by the union for 
September and thereafter. .The contract 
as present in force between the United 
Managers’ Protective Association and 
the local branch of the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Employes 
will run until the beginning of the new 
season. 

The managerg, it is said, have offered 
a compromise of $4 a performance, but 
the stage. hands have refused to meet a 
committee of managers to discuss this 
rate. It is understood that the Hippo- 
drome, which would be particularly af- 
fected by an increase in the stage 
hands’ pay, is delaying its plans for 
next season ‘until the outcome of the 
present controversy. About 100 men 
are employed at the Hippodrome.

Mrs. ‘George W. Loft yesterday atten. 
noon was installed as Speeial Deputy 
Police Commissioner in charge of weél- 
fare work. in the. ‘Police rep No i 
succeeding Mrs. Elien A. O’Grady; and 
Mrs. Mary Hamilton formally . was 
placed in charge of the Women’s Pre- 
cinct, at a picturesque gathering of 
prominent women of the city and. of- 
ficials high in the Police ‘Department at 
the headquarters of the first precinct of 
its kind, 484 West Thirty-seventh Street, 
between Ninth and Tenth Avenues. Com- 
missioner Enright, speaking in appreci- 
ation of what policewomen had done 
since their inclusion in the, focal force 
in 1918, dsserted that they Were no 
longer an experiment, but a necessity, 
and that they had come here to stay. 

Uniformed members of the department, 
including more than a score of captains 
who were present at the- installation, 
fownd it difficult to recognize the old 
West Thirty-seventh Stréet Police Sta- 
tion which has been transformed into a 
moet attractive refuge where. helping 
hands are to be. held out to young 
women ahd boys. 

The Women's Precinct will be..a sort 
of buffer between the young folk headed 
in the wrong direction and the Magis- 
trates’ Courts. 

The main or reception room was ‘filled 
with floral tributes sent. to Mrs. Loft 
and to Mrs, Hamilton, one -of. the most 
canspicuous having . been ‘sent’ by the! 
rank and file of the Police. Department. 
Musical selections were furnished by the 
string and vocal quartets of the Police 
Department before and during the cere-.
